NnnBASKA's CLAIMS TO A VOI.CA.XO.—The 


last earthquake at tlio West was supposed to 
invo radiate 1 fiom a locality in Nebraska that 
1ms been popnliuly regarded as the site of a 
volcano. Professor Samuel Augliey, of the He- 
bniska State University, has recently made an 
examination of the eiound. The seat of dis- 
turbance is on the banks of tin1 Missouri, in 
DiMm count v, about thirty-six miles from Sioux 
City. A bhill', about 1,100 fuel long anil 100 
feet high, sloping at an ansle of 00 to 70 dea. 
toward tiie river, is at present the place wlieie 
the phenomena aie most exhibited, but othct 
bluffs at n lew miles distance IUITC been simi- 
larly aliened. Two years ago a portion of this 
bluti', half as laiiji! as what is loft, broke away 
and foil pailly into tlio river. 
On Ihc bliill, 


sounds wore heard pioceedin" fi-om the interior, 
especially on placing the car to the ground.— 
Flames sometimes broke forth, occasionally hi 
night. Steam esiaped from the crevices. 
On 


diqiiing into the blulV. intense heat stopped the 
wbik after proceeding a few feet, 
yelenile,

The heat evolved in 
the first of these reactions is, of course, very 
gieiit ; in tho latter part the violence of tbe 
performance mint bo increased by tbe libera- 
tion of e,nb'>nic anhydride. All the authenti- 
cated (listtnbances are thus easily explained.— 
Professor A unite; does not connect Ihem with. 
the earthquake, lie thinks the bluff might, 
furnish alma and other sails in quantities suf- 
licicni for picifiuiule manufacture.
